The Puritan and Indiana were 
not seen and as there was not time 
for eonvmtinioation between the shore 
and the ships, tho maneuver of the 
fleet was mystifying.

Tho chief 
point is that the Brooklyn was able 
to reach the mouth of the harbor be- 
fore being picked up by the fort search- 
lights. It is claimed with tho fleet at 
such close range that it would have 
had the forts at its mercy, and it Is 
pointed out that the gunners on Fort 
Adams were obliged to desert their 
big guns within a few minutes after 
tne battle opened.

"Strikes In the United States" is t 


the subject of an instructive and sug- j 
Restive article from the pen of Colonel j 
Carroll D. Wright, United States com- j 
missioner of labor, 
in the 
North' 


American 
lieview. Colonel Wright 


gives the history of industrial dis- 
turbances iu the United States and 
by means of classified staiistks shows 
tbe objects for which the strikes or 
lockouts were resorted to, the number 
of establishments closed and of men 
thrown out of employment, the loss of 
employees and employers and the per- 
centage of establishments 
in which 


strikes succeeded, partly succeeded | 
and failed. The period to which the1 


writer confines himself in his statistic- 
al analysis is the twenty years from 
1881 to 1000, inclusive, because before 
then no attempt was made to collect 
data relative to labor controversies. 
In the early strikes the workmen were 
treated with scant consideration. Tbe 
iirst American strike occurred in New 
York in 1740 or 1741, when tbe jour- 
neymen bakers united in a demand for 
an increase of wages. The instigators 
were convicted 
of conspiracy. The 


participants in the "sailors' strike'' in 
New York in ISO:1, had a similar ex- 
perience, as had the journeymen shoe- 
makers of Philadelphia in ISuo and 
the cordwainers of Pittsburg in 1813. 
Colonel Wright says: 


"Every effort thnt can be made to ad- 


just differences and deal with griev- 
ances in such a way as to prevent an 
open outbreak should be encouraged. 
Such attempts, where honestly and 
faithfully made, are loading every- 
where, whether in the United States 
or in other countries devoted to manu- 
facturing industries, to satisfactory re- 
sults. Tbe 
organization of private 


boards of arbitration now being resort- 
ed to in this country, following the 
long success!ul example in the indus- 
tries of (ireat Britain, is meeting with 
success. It is recognized now that la- 
bor conflicts grow out of increasing in- 
telligence. The avoidance or adjust- 
ment of such eontlicts must be the re- 
sult of increased intelligence. Fools 
do not strike. It is only men wbo have 
intelligence enough to recognize their 
condition that make use of this last re- 
sort. With incroasi'l intelligence, they 
will look back upon the strike period 
as one of development, and when they 
shall have accommodated themselves 
to tho new conditions and when em- 
ployers shall June recognized the in- 
creased intelligence of their employees 
these matters will be handled In such 
a way as to prc\ont in the future a 
repetition of incident.s like those whi-di 
are chronicled in the statistical bbstory 
of the htrikes of the last twenty 
years."

But associated with others 
iu groat combinations which have no 
sou!, no conscience, no justice, he will 
taciily or openly permit a strike to be 
made which shall involve tbe interests 
of 1C.U,< 00 men and their children. 


"The laboring portion of our country 


is giving to the world a lesson in Chris- 
tian brotherhood which perhaps it has 
never known before. 
Judge Tuley in 


his address before the Illinois State 
liar association is reported to have 
said: 
" 'The spirit of the brotherhood of hu- 


manity exists among millions of affili- 
ated laborers as it never before existed 
in the history of the human race, and 
in many of the conflicts between labor 
and capital the laborers have shown a 
greater heroism, greater sacrifices and 
greater devotion to principle than was 
ever manifested by an army from the 
days of Thermopylae to the present 
hour. They have evolved among them 
a twelfth commandment, "Thou shalt 
not take thy brother's job," -which to 
many workmen is the greatest of all 
commandments." 


"It has been well said that he might 


also have added that 'they have evolved 
a thirteenth commandment, 
which 


reads. "Thou shalt help thy brother 
when he is in adversity."' 


"A half million dollars a -week which 


must be given to sustain the strikers 
will undoubtedly 
be obtained, 
the 


greater portion of which -will come di- 
rectly from laborers in different parts 
of our country. Such an outpouring of 
the proceeds of labor by the laborers 
themselves is a magnificent illustra- 
tion of the spirit of Christ."

The gift was 


placed on deposit, personal contribu- 
tions added to it and §100,000 accumu- 
lated—the cost of the 
home. The 


printers have sufficient cause to be 
proud of their home as a monument 
of unselfish munificence, man's love 
for man and brotherly relation be- 
tween employer and employee. 


Consideration for the sick, provision 


for the helpless, devotion to the age'd 
and reverence for those vrbo take on 
immortality are unquestionably signs 
of human progress. The successful 
management of the Printers' home 
by printers speaks volumes for that 
which human energy can accomplish 
when there is a will and ought to be 
an incentive to other labor unions to 
seriously consider the erection of « 
home where the veterans may be able 
to end their days. Search the world 
near and far and you will find no class 
of men in more need of a snug re- 
treat to weather the rigors of a de- 
caying life than the mariners. 


For years the mariner has been im- 


mortalized in verse and prose as a 
hero. And "Jack" without a care or 
a frown, plowed the raging main, 
tossed by billows high, forgetful of 
the time to come when, aged and in- 
lirm, the world would forget him in 
song. Very recently several persons, 
prompted by selfish motives, have fig- 
ured prominently in connection with a 
scheme to aid the aged seamen of the 
lakes. Tho seamen of the lakes keen- 
ly appreciate any effort in their be- 
half, but they would rather follow the 
printers and establish and maintain a 
seamen's home in the same man- 
ner as the printers and reflect credit 
upon the ability of the seamen to man- 
age such an institution.—Coast Sea- 
men's Journal.

Some Striken May Be Foolish, but 


None Is Inlawfnl—A» to Violence, 
Labor I'nlon Official* Sever Advl»e 
or Kncoarnice It. 
Few earnest thinking men in the la- 


bor movement advocate strikes. 
In 


fact, nearly all endeavor by honorable 
means to avoid and avert tlit-m. There 
are fewer still who advoc-ate sympa- 
thetic strikes. We are not concerned, 
however, with the consideration of 
strikes or sympathetic .strikes per se. 
but their legal and moral aspects. 


What is a sympathetic strike? It is 


a strike of men without a personal or 
material grievance in support of other 
men ou strike for personal, self regard- 
ing ends. Is such a strike illegal"; 
Certainly not. As I have said a hun- 
dred times, and as the courts concede, 
u n:an may quit work for any reason 
whatever, good, bad or indifferent. 


If A. strikes to help !>., his act may 


be foolish or wise, but ir is nut crim 
inu!. Xot all sympathetic strikes r.re 
expedient and wise, but exactly the 
same thing may justly be said of thi 
other kind of strikes.

The question of expediency must b. 
determined in each particular case in 
the light of the facts, precisely _as in 
the other class of strikes. 


No general principle exists to show 


us in advance what strikes are rea 
souable, likely to succeed and well ad 
vised and what are foolish ni'.d fore- 
doomed to failure. 
The quest1 on of 


law and morals is, however, a general 
question. 
It depends on no ; peoial 


tacts. I assert without fear of contra- 
diction that sympathetic strikes, like 
selfish strikes, are la\vful and morally 
proper whea orderly and peaceable 
and Jioulnvasive. 


"Where is the sympathetic strike to 


end?" asks a New York paper. There 
is a natural and economic limit to any 
strike. 
Unions, like other 
human 


bodies, have to consider the piu'ubil 
ity of success, the means at thtir dis 
nosal. the reasonableness of this or 
that stop. 
If this be deemed •-uaulli 


cieut ''protection'1 against universal 
and iiitermma.ble bliikes, I 5u\itj the 
critics to put forward an alternative. 
Where would they draw the I'.ue on. 
strikes? At what point would legality 
end and criminality begin in mere 
passive suspension of work? The qucs 
lions are unanswerable, us a h.ile re 
flection will show. In fact, most of the 
antisympathetic strike talk is so loose 
and confused that it is next to iaipos 
sible to deal with it systematicu'ly. 


When evorythiug else fails, s rikers 


•arc denounced in sweeping terms as a 
lawless, disorderly lot, habitually re 
sorting to personal violence and as 
saults on property. This imprests the 
thoughtless and prejudiced, but it can 
not deceive the intelligent and judi 
cious. 
No labor union or oliic;r has 


ever advised, encouraged or e\eu tol- 
erated violence in strikes of any sort, 
and there is no issue here to discuss 
profitably. 


It may be added on the ^ower plane 


of argument that frantic Cries to sto;> 
sympathetic strikes are idle and va'.u 
No legislation can be framed or en- 
forced that would prevent or suppress 
sympathetic strikes, while permitting 
the other (what I have called self re- 
garding) kiiid of strikes. 


Imagine an extreme case, a law say- 


ing that no man shall ever quit work 
except for a personal grievance. Would 
not such a law be as barren and void 
ia practice as it would be tyrannical 
in intent? Cannot the man who wishes 
to strike sympathetically allege or in- 
vent a personal grievance? What is to 
prevent him from making a demand 
for higher pay or shorter hours at tho 
precise moment when he is expected 
to quit in aid of fellow workmen? This 
hint sufficiently discloses the absurdi- 
ty of the attempted distinction be- 
tween strikes of tne two kinds named. 


Organized labor has the highest re- 


gard for contracts and agreements en- 
tered into with employers and seldom 
violates them. 
Our enemies might 


well turn their shafts of criticism to 
ward the employers who so glibly de- 
clare there is nothing to concede, noth 
ing to arbitrate, and who lock out their 
employees where no grievance of any 
kind exists between themselves and 
their employees merely out of sym- 
pathy, with another employer who may 
be engaged in a controversy with his 
employees. 


The employers who dislike sympa- 


thetic strikes can do a great deal to 
reduce their number and severity by 
adopting the following methods: 


By treating their workmen as self 


respecting, independent men should bo 
treated. 


By repudiating tho bourbons who 


still persist In antediluvian talk against 
"recognizing unions." 


I?y creating a general sentiment Jn 


favor of equity to organized labor and 
of conciliation and arbitration. 


Until they have done that the sym- 


pathetic strike will remain a pnrt of 
labor's plan of campaign and will bo 
employed when essential to labor's pro- 
tection against aggressive capitalists 
who openly or covertly aid those who 
make war on us. In fact, it may be- 
oomc more and more prominent ns tho 
solidarity of labor finds expression In 
compact, great, organic federations of 
various trade unions. Labor will re- 
linquish none of Its legal or moral 
weapons to oblige 1U enemio*.—Sam- 
uel Gooiper*.

Rank- 
ing in importance with the selection of 
a play is skillfull advertising, and just 
aow tne great photographing and litho- 
graphing establishments are working 
ivertime to supply the demands of 
managers who will start 
out com- 


panies during August and September. 
Theatrical billing changes with almost 
every season and is an art in itself, 
fust now the photograph seems a most 
iiopular medium i'or catching the pub- 
lic eye. A few years ago the theatri- 
cal advance man started out with two 
or three trunks filled with electrotypes 
for newspapers. He carried from three 
to five hundred cuts. 
Now he takes 


out only sixty or seventy-five cuts, for 
nearly every large paper has its own 
reproduction plant and prefers to use 
photographs, 'iime was when a few 
characteristic poses by the star filled 
a.i photographic requirements. Tcday 
everybocly in the cast is photographed, 
from star to chorus girl, to -say noth- 
ing of all the best situations 
in the 


nlay. The terms of their contract de- 
termine who settles the bill. 
While 


managers secure special rates on pho- 
tography, the cost in first-class com- 
panies runs up into the thousands of 
•lollars. Photographs of cabinet size 
"•an be had for $10 a hundred: 
the 


•>rice increasing according to size until 
the pictures fourteen 
by 
seventeen 


inches are readied at $t>o a hundred. 
Flashlights are Tnade at the rate of 
S/.50 for the plate and five prints, any 
nirther number ol prints a: sixtj cent's 
each. To supply the daily papers of 
New York city for a single Sunday six- 
teen photographs are needed by the 
press agent. Properly 
to covei'

town—that is. to supply pictures for 
'.vcklies, snorting papers trade journ- 
iiS, etc..—he will need not less than 
thirty photographs. 


Chicago comes a close second in the 


mater ot eating up pictures and every 
large city takes a fair supply. The 
;>r»ss agent for a popular comedian 
used in a reason of twenty weks 350 
photographs of ins stur for advi'i-tising 
alone. Add to this The number givon 
away and you wi.l see how some of tho 
manager's surplus cash is invested. 
The selection of lithographs is a more 
complicated task. These

the action of the play. Occasionally,

Almost every thiukniic man and wo- 


man has for years noticed that the 
matrimonial problem is getting more 
complex than ever for all classes ex- 
cept for the very poor and the very 
rich, just the two social standards that 
a natural civilization would not devel- 
op. But who thinks of anything nat- 
ural applied to the general relations of 
men? And by the natural we mean 
tho divine, the Cod ordained facts in 
creation, in that visible universe of 
which man is simply the complemen- 
tary element and without whom it 
would only be a conglomeration of 
forces aud forms beautiful enough in 
themselves, but lacking the spontane- 
ous touch of created consciousness. 
That created consciousness, man, comes 
here to finish in accordance with a cer- 
tain divine plan. That must necessa- 
rily mean a close co-operation be- 
tween the created consciousness of 
men (in groups) and the uncreated one 
of God, so that "ye may stand perfect 
and complete in all the will of God," 
as St. Paul said. Perhaps not even 
St. Paul caught the 
transcendent 


meaning: of that sublime sentence in 
the chapter which commences by say- 
ing, "Masters, jrive unto your servants 
that which is just and equal, knowing 
that ye also have a Master in heaven." 


It is but we ourselves, the powerful 


classes of powerful nations, that can 
fully understand the elements of social 
truth if we want to, but we don't seem 
to care about it. 
Social truth, social 


righteousness, social duties, social jus- 
tice, social equality, social common 
sense—do wo hear anything of these 
preached anywhere? Yes, occasionally 
in the reform and labor press, where 
the eyes of the powerful never see fit 
to descend and where not even the 
weak and oppressed go very frequent- 
ly. On the other hand, the organs that 
have the eye and the ear of all classes 
all sing yet the old song of each one 
looking out for his own salvation or 
for some trying to save somebody else 
before they have saved themselves. 


It is ye, the plural, the class, the 


community, the party, the church, the 
nation; y*, the organization, that has 
to be perfect and complete in all the 
will of God, in all the functions of hu- 
man life, iu all the political and indus- 
trial ramifications of our own natural 
existence. 
The spiritual is nowhere 


outside of the natural and the physical 
and the tangible outside of forces and 
forms working out certain results, ef- 
fects springing up from causes, and 
all the latter radiating from duties ful- 
filled or duties neglected. 


The very word duty implies organiza- 


tion among men, certain social princi- 
ples with them. 
Shall they be prin- 


ciples of justice or of injustice, of 
brotherhood or of banditism? There is 
nothing between the two sets and 
hence any mixture of the two is es- 
sentially wrong, satanic. 
No set of 


men, no nation, has ever been able to 
do anything worse than mix the two 
sets and produce a wretched combina- 
tion. 
Why then preach and exhort 


men to continue the same miserable, 
idiotic old job, by which we simply 
perpetuate our owu mean Incomplete- 
ness, personal and collecti\o, the for- 
mer because of the latter? Why should 
the wise and the good, the oppressors, 
try to save the ignorant, the wicked, 
the oppressed, before the wise aud the 
good have learned how to save them- 
selves from tho sins, wrongs and di- 
abolisms ot their own dear aud cruel 
civilization, of our owu heathen and 
rotten progress? Is there any sense In 
that, any logic, any Christianity, any 
godlike conceptions? 


The least that any advancing civ- 


ilization ought to do, if we can provo 
that our advance is not toward uo:u* 
abysmal cataclysm, Is to show that v,-*. 
rnako it possible and easy for men ia 
all classes to evolve healthy family 
groups with as few complications 110 
possible. 
Wo are doing just tho re- j 


verse, particularly with those classes ' 
less tempted by the abnormnlitled of 
preat poverty or great wealth. A::d 
where ohall \vc get sound citizens if 
not

union man takes a striker's pla.ce and 
thus defeats the object of a strike and 
crushes a union he not cnly lowers 
the status of the union man and his 
family, but of himself and his own 
family, because his own family must 
share the degradation of all labor. 


This being so, there is something 


dastardly about the act of a scab tak- 
ing a striker's place. 


But I wish to suggest to organized 


labor that to attack a scab who takes 
a striker's place is not only a violation 
of law. but is foolish, for it does not 
hurt the employer. It does not even 
inconvenience him. lie does not smoke 
one cigar less on account of it. If 
a dozen scabs should be killed, he sim- 
ply gets other hirelings to take their 
place. What cares he for widows and 
orphans? He may be morally respou- 
sinhle for having placed scabs in a 
position where they get hurt or killed, 
but he will not support their widows 
and their children.—John P. Altgeld.

THE COST OF LIVING, 


WUj- tlie Ai!i>nrc!it Advance In Wcse« 


Is JTot Really an Advance. 


The cost or living is exceptionally 


high just now, nearly every artic-lt 
which enters into frenerul consumption 
having recently beeu advanced. 
Bow 


has this operated as to the workiiij?- 
meuV is a question of general intere-bt. 
lias the increase in wages kept up 
with the increase in the cost of living'.' 
The New York Financial Chronicle at- 
tempts to solve this problem and pives 
tho following figures us shedding sotn« 
light on it:

If comparison be made with 1850, it 


Is found that the workingmuu ja-t.s in 
wages only 17.S per cent of his product 
today ns iigainst 'l'.\:l pnr cent then. 
His productive capacity has hccn more 
than doubled; his wages have not dou- 
bled. On the other hand, the cheapen- 
ing of all manufactured products and 
the much higher nominal wages of to- 
day represent a really higher wages, 
at least in respect to the purchasing 
power in the market of manufactured 
products. 
The workingman of today 


can buy a great deal more with his 
wages than he could buy in 1S50. But 
in making tlie comparison still another 
point must be taken into consideration, 
the improvement in the standard of 
living the wide world over. 
A'o class 


is content to live as it did half a centu- 
ry ago, and many things that were re- 
garded as luxuries then—books, news- 
papers, ice, etc.—have become necessi- 
ties today. 


Taking this fact into consideration 


and weighing all the points pro and 
con, the Springfield Hcpubliran is con- 
vinced that "the working classes are 
in unite as acute a state of discontent 
as they ever have been." Then; has 
been a steady increase in wages, which 
has inoro than kept up with the ad- 
vance in those articles in most general 
use, 
but it has not kept up with the 


improvement in the standard of living 
and the necessities and demands of 
man. 


Safety For Workmen. 


A French association of employers 


formed to further the use of safety ap- 
pliances and safety methods managed 
to cut down accidents in the factories 
under Us supervision nearly 50 per 
cent, and accordingly a movement was 
started in- Holland looking to a simi- 
lar end. This has taken shape in the 
Amsterdam Museum of Security, which 
endeavors to keep up to date a col Ice- 
lection of devices to prevent accidents 
to workinpmen. As an Instance that 
an Institution of this kind would have 
something to do lu this country, it may 
be stated that or.;- record, gays the 
Providence (R. I.) Telegram, In tho 
matter of Injuries on railways, for In- 
stance, shows thnt wo have ample 
room for Improvement before we reach 
even the status of some of tho Euro- 
pean countries. In Belgium, for exam- 
ple, in 1898, in tho railway service otiu 
man was tilled In every l.iiCO em- 
ployed and ono injured to every 
GOO; 


one passenger wag killed to every 10,- 
000,000 and ono injured to every G<>0,- 
000. Afralnat this sot tho record of the 
United States for the same period: Ono 
trnlnronn killed In every 430 inid ono 
Injured In every 2s; ono passenger 
killed in ovory '.'."(Kt.OOO and ono In- 
3ur«U for every 170,000.' 


John H. 1'hle o!' Nov York, president 


of the Highway alhi'iiee, is ^ ice prcsi- | 
dent of the new asxoi-i.ition. In an in- ' 
terview recently Mr. Uiile said: "It 
will take a great deal of time, but bit 
by bit the necessary energy will bring 
the results. We expect to meet with 
some setbacks. If the local authorities j 
refuse to be benefited by the proposed | 
highway, we will ask the legislature to 
compel them to build the roads. It will 
cost about $5,000 a mile to build n 
macadam road. 
For a mad wide 


enough for two wagons the cost will be 
double. A single road will be the main 
object. 


"Almost one-half of the road along 


the 900 miles of the proposed route," 
said Mr. Uhle, "is in good condition. 
Much of it has been macadamized, but 
these macadamized strips are not con- 
tinuous. 
Later, as traffic increases. 


as it is certain to increase, and addi- 
tional outlay will appear just ilia bio, 
as it surely will, with the expenditure 
of §10,000 more on each mile the road 
can be widened and placed in ideal 
condition. 


"Aside from the road's commercial 


value, it will be a big object lesson to 
other parts of the country. I feel cer- 
tain that If the road were built it 
would be a surprise to the people the 
many benefits that would result for 
many classes. 
The local authorities 


in other parts could not but recognize 
the success of tlie project and the prof- 
its paid on the investment and would 
follow our example. 


"Thousands upon thousands of dol- 


lars are expended on roads every year, 
but the result is not appreciated be- 
cause each community looks after the 
roadways in its particular locality and 
thinks of no other; consequently for n 
distance of a few miles pe^raps out 
of a prosperous town the traveler 
rinds good roads, and then he comes to 
the boundary of that commissioner's 
jurisdiction and limls the roads almost 
impassable. The people would like to 
see some road that commences some- 
where find goes somewhere. 


"Hetter schooling for the children o! 


farmers would be another result of 
better roads. At present many country 
folk are unable to send boys and girls 
to school, especially in rainy weather, 
because of the condition of the roads. 
If travel wore easier, the little coun 
try sehooUtonses would not have to be 
scattered along every mile of the roiid. 
but they could be consolidated, better 
facilities could be had, better teachers 
employed, and the results would be bet- 
ter. 
The farmer would liud another 


benefit in the greater frequency of the 
rural free delivery of mails." 


In speaking of the project recently 


another member of the association 
said: 


'•We have in America l!,.~uO miles ol 


canals, Tho estimated cost of these is 
$172,000,000. Of this S^.OOO.UOO is the 
cost of the Erie canal alone, and the 
$120,000,000 was spent for tho remain- 
ing twenty-nine waterways. A bill is 
now pending for the appropriation of 
S'JS.Oi >0,0i>0 more for the Erie canal. In 
1N!)4 the total canal tonnage was o,SS2,- 
5oo, but it has been decreasing yearly 
since then. 
This tonnage compared 


with the annual railroad tonnage is 
insignificant.

nage has been hauled over a rond. 
What greater argument do you want 
for good roads? 
Governor Campbell 


of Ohio said, 'The farms iu Ohio have 
decreased In market value $220,000,000 
in ten years owing to bad roads.' Gov 
cruor Stanley of Kansas said, 'The 
farmers of Kansas lost $33,000,000 in 
one year owing to bad roads.' Popula 
tion decreased In thrifty agricultural 
counties over 20 per cent In Illinois, 
Indiana, Michigan, New York and oth- 
er states on account of bad roads." 


The route of the road will probably 


be from New York up the Hudson riv- 
er to a point yet to be decided upon, 
cither Nyack, Newburg or Kingston. 
From there to Biughamton. where 
there Is a flourishing branch of the 
association; to Elmlra, to Owego, to 
Corning, to Hornellsville, to James- 
town, to Connoaut, to Cleveland, thence 
through Perryttburg to Chicago, proba- 
bly by way of the old relay road.

1.,1-HMOiiN In Uondbulldlnif. 


To help teach the great west road- 


building President J. J. 11111 of the 
Great '"Northern railway has placed n 
special train nt the disposal of tho n 
rlcultural department. Tho train wtl 
carry a corps of engineers, clerks, road- 
builders and rondbuildlng machinery, 
under the direction of former Senator 
Martin Dodgo of Ohio. Tho chief aim 
will bo to show what can be done with 
such road material ns onn bo found In 
tho vicinity of tho various towns nncl 
pities to bo visited, introducing prac- 
tical road machinery and tho moat im- 
proved method* ot road construction. 


The question of securing n good prac- 


tical milking machine Is engaging the 
attention of the agricultural depart- 
ment. 
Major Alvord, the chief ot tho 


dairy division, states that the hibor re- 
quired to milk the cows of the United 
States is represented by the work of 
about 33,000 men working ten hours a 
day the year round. 
He says that 


there are no effective milking machines 
in operation in this country, though he 
knows of a few in Iowa which milk 
one cow at a time. His division is now 
arranging to make a test of a Scotch 
machine which will milk six or eight 
cows at a time. The operation of this 
milker is said to be superior in several 
respects to hand milking. The action 
on the cow's teats is the nearest pos- 
sible to the sucking of the calf, the mo- 
tion having a pulsating effect. 
Tho 


operation is performed l\v means of a 
pump attached to the milker which 
sucks the milk from the cow's udder 
In a \ery natural manner. One man 
attends the apparatus to six or eight 
cows and then t,ets tho pump in opera- 
tion, which requires about one-half 
horsepower to run. Hy this moans six 
cows, it is claimed, cuu be milked iu 
about twelve minutes. 


The department proposes to mnkc a 


test on some good herd of milkers, pos- 
sibly the herd at St. Elizabeth's In- 
sane asylum near Washington, select- 
ing twche uniform milk cows, and on 
six of them using the milking machine 
for a period of weeks while the other 
MX arc milked in the usual way. This 
will give ^onie idea of the practical 
value of the machine.
